Red Cross settlement with all army 
facilities, is now an enormous camp 
overflowing with' soldiers. The boom- 
ing of guns was heard on the right 
flank today.

"Our rear guard 


has now occupied Sipingha, 70 miles 
north of Tiding;.' The enemy contin- 
ues to follow, but the pursuit Is slow. 
The main Japanese army is appar- 
ently remaining at, Tieling. Our four 
clays' rest at Tieling gave us a chance 
to'reform the army and recover from 
the recent hardships.

Buy It in Janejville—New Sidewalks 


and Others Have Much To Say 


This Afternoon. 


Editor Kickers' Kolum: 
A ques- 


tion of vital importance has .present- 
ed itself again to the. retail business 
men of our city during the past few 
months, in fact, noc only to the busi- 
ness man, but to every taxpayer In 
the city. 


Each and every man who invests 


his money In a stock of goods 
'as 


merchandise is supposed and should 
pay a tax on his 
investment, . • the 


larger the stock the greater the lax; 
consequently the amount of taxation 
to be charged to 
each 
individual 


property owner >who is not in the re- 
tail trade, must be less, if every stock 
of merchandise on sale in the city is 
taxed proportionately. 


Every, taxpayer in the city is per- 


sonally, as well as financially, inter- 
ested in ' having permanent business 
houses. 
At the present time 
our 


state laws do not protect us and our 
license fee for traveling auctioneers, 
($50 a year) should be raised to $300 
at least, as has been dtone in Free- 
port and other 
neighboring cities. 


This point is left with our common 
council and as the 
ordinance 
is 


drawn now, is not a protector to the 
city's interest. 


It hardly seems possible that even 


one of our. present representatives in 
the common" council should-feel that 
any man may sell goods in the city 
even if he does avoid the taxation, 
but this feeling, exists I understand. 
Is it not time that we business men. 
of the city .wake up and pull togeth-. 
er for our "own protection. 
In past 


years our .manufacturers, capitalists 
and professional men have been rep- 
resented among our "city dads." The 
retail man has not been "in it," so 
to speak, having had but few repre- 
sentatives. Why? Because they have 
not the time to devote to the busi- 
ness of the office and the duties are 
so numerous that the few things that 
we would have corrected might bet- 
ter go on as they are than to take the 
office. 


A few years ago we had what was 


called the 
"extravagant 
council." 


This was followed by a body elected 
by the "Municipal league." 
Both of 


these questions have, passed in our 
local politics. 


Now, as the primaries for 
the 


spring election have 'been held, why 
not elect men who will represent the 
Interests of the retail business men? 
Why not do less talking and put our 
shoulder to the wheel and work for 
our own • protection and vote for the 
aldermanic candidate who will agree; 
to represent us retail men in the city 
government.. 


Our' city, like'- 
1" many other cities, 


has what is' called a "Business Men's 
association," the members of which 
are mostly manufacturers, 
capital- 


ists, tobacco buyers; promoters, real 
estate and professional men with a 
sprinkling of retailers." This is good 
as far as-it goes, but is' it not time 
for us to do, as has been-found prac- 
tical in other cities;- to 
have 
,a 


"Merchants' .Protective association," 
where we can take up such ques- 
tions, as the low priced auctioneer's 
license, look 
after 
the 
traveling 


merchant and see that all pay their 
proportional tax, look into the pri- 
vate night-watch system which any 
merchant will tell you- is 
at 
its 


worst and should be corrected 
im- 


mediately. All of us kick about this 
system, knowing that we do not get 
any .results. 
When Saturday night 


comes the genial- proprietor of the 
business house hands over his quar- 
ter or his half-dollar, feeling that he 
has been robbed just that much. 
• An organization of -this kind would 
give us -a chance to take these mat- 
ters over, and possibly -accomplish 
some results where now we grin and 
bear our troubles, kicking a little at 
times but-making 'no changes. Here 
it is, I have had my ''kick" and if 
anyone else agrees with me on any 
of these questions, let us hear from 
him. 
Now is the time to organize 


as a body. The election is near and 
•we have just about time to see that 
men are elected as mayor and alder- 
men who will pledge themselves to 
consistently represent us in the com- 
ing common council.
